She 
is  an  associate  of  the  American 
Psychological  Association,  plus 
holding  membership  in  the 
American  Nurses  Association, 
the  National  League  for  Nursing, 
and  the  Navy  League  of  the 
United  States  (Northwest  In¬ 
diana  Council). 

The  promotion  of  Dr.  John 
Maniotes  also  holds  a  dual 
distinction.  Dr.  Maniotes  is  the 
first  former  Purdue  Calumet 
student  to  become  a  full 
professor.  He  is  alo  the  youngest 
faculty  member  to  attain  the 
rank  of  professor  (at  36).  Dr. 
Maniotes  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Rocket  Society, 
American  Institute  of  Chemical 
Engineers  and  engineering 
honorary  fraternities.  His 
research  projects  have  led  into 
the  field  of  radio  chemistry,  as 
well  as  to  a  concentration  of  the 
fuel  supply  for  the  Thor  Missile.

Opinion  Poll  Results

In  an  effort  to  determine 
students'  knowledge  about  our 
Campus  Safety  &  Security 
department  and  to  determine 
what  students'  opinion  is  toward 
the  Campus  police,  the  General 
Assembly  of  Students  conducted 
a  Student  Opinion  Poll  on 
February  23,  1972. 

The  sample  poll  consisted  of  321 
students  who  answered  five  (5) 
questions  pertaining  to  their 
knowledge,  opinions  and  dealings 
with  tlie  Pucc  Police. 

The  results  revealed  that  56.5 
per  cent  of  our  students  are  not 
aware  of  the  specific  duties 
assigned  to  our  campus  police; 
77.6  per  cent  have  never  needed 
the  services  of  the  campus 
police;  and  51  per  cent  have 
never  had  dealings  with  the 
police.  However,  of  the  students 
who  have  had  some  dealings  with 
our  Safety  &  Security  depart¬ 
ment,  68.5  per  cent  did  feel  that 
the  police  were  courteous.

No  -  56.1  percent

dealings  with  the  Campus  Police; 
wanted  or  not  wanted. 

Yes  -  48.1  percent 
No  -  51.9  percent 


4.  If  you  ever  had  any  dealings 
with  the  Campus  Police,  were 
you  treated  courteously? 

Yes  -  68.5  percent 
No  -  31.5  percent 


5.  Should  the  Campus  Police  be 
armed? 

Yes  -  26.8  percent 
No  -  73.2  percent

The  General  Assembly  of 
Students  conducted  their  own 
Presidential  Primary  of  which 
five  (5)  candidates  were  entered  - 
-  two  (2)  Republicans  and  three 
(3)  Democrats.  Students  were 
instructed  to  write-in  the  can¬ 
didate  of  their  choice,  if  that 
candidate's  name  did  not  appear 
on  the  ballot. 

The  sample  consisted  of  480 
studfents  from  some  of  the 
psychology  and  sociology  courses 
with  approximately  11  percent  of 
the  students  participating  in  the 
poll__writing  in  names  of  the 
candidate  of  their  choice. 

Out  of  the  five  candidates, 
Nixon  received  43.8  percent  of  the 
vote  -  making  him  the  number 
one  choice  of  the  students.

Shirley  Chisholm  lead  in  the 
number  of  write-in  votes  with  5.8 
percent  of  the  total  votes 
registered.

It  has  come  to  my  attention 
that  the  four  clerks  at  South- 
worth’s  Bookstore  are  not  to  be 
hired  by  the  new  company,  the 
Nebraska  Book  Company. 

I  think  that  this  very  regret¬ 
table.  After  working  with  these 
ladies  for  a  two  year  period,  I 
know  how  dedicated  to  helping 
students  and  faculty  they  are.  If 
they  were  concerned  only  with 
making  lots  of  money,  they  would 
not  be  working  for  the  Follett 
Corp. 

Often  they  are  scapegoats  and 
blamed  by  both  students  and 
faculty  when  text  books  are  not 
in.  It  is,  of  course,  regrettable 
when  books  arrive  late,  but  to 
think  that  the  store  staff  is  to 
blame  is  an  erroneous  assump¬ 
tion.  The  books  coming  late  this 
term  came,  for  the  most  part, 
from  the  publisher.  Sometimes 


they  were  out  of  print.  Do  you 
think  that  the  manager,  or  the 
clerks,  enjoy  telling  students  that 
their  books  aren’t  in?  I  don’t 
believe  that  many  people  would 
tolerate  the  adverse  responses 
which  the  store  staff  was  forced 
to  contend  with. 

The  charge  has  been  leveled 
against  the  store  that  it  never 
donated  to  Purdue.  This  is  also 
erroneous.  Several  years  ago,  the 
staff  sold  packets  and  gave  the 
proceeds  to  the  baseball  team. 
This  generous  gift  of  $500.00  was 
never  acknowledged.  I  doubt  if 
many  people  would  keep  giving 
large  sums  when  not  even  a 
simple  thank-you  is  received. 

As  with  any  job,  there  is  a 
certain  amount  of  enpertness  to 
be  gained  from  continued 
practice.  I  would  think  that  the 
Nebraska  Book  Company  would 
wish  to  gain  the  benefit  of  the 


experience  these  ladies  have 
gained  over  the  years.  Whoever 
is  responsible  for  putting  the  nix 
on  the  hiring  of  these  well- 
qualified,  courteous,  and  loyal 
employees,  I  believe  would  be 
wise  to  reconsider.  Persons  of 
their  high  caliber  are  difficult  to 
find.

Committee  Studies 
Student  Grievances 


Recently  it  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  GAS  that  a 
permanent  committee  should  be 
formed  in  order  to  promptly 
respond  to  suggestions  submitted 
by  the  students  in  the  suggestion 
box  located  in  the  lobby  of  the 
Student  Faculty  Center.  The 
Committee  on  Grievances  and 
Solution  (CoGaS)  was  then 
formed.  The  committee  is  now  in 
the  process  of  securing  a  per¬ 
manent  bulletin  board  and 
suggestion  box.  Suggestions  and 
grievances  will  be  answered  by 
letter  and  attached  with  the 
question  to  the  bulletin  board. 
Important  questions  and 
suggestions  will  be  placed  in  this 
column.  It  is  the  hope  of  this 
committee  to  respond  to  every 
suggestion  and  grievance 
presented  to  it.  Although  we  are 
not  empowered  to  change  present 
policies  it  is  our  intent  to  inform 
the  student  body  the  reasoning 
behind  the  formulation  of  present 
policies  and  insure  that 
suggestions  are  forwarded  to  the 
proper  authorities.  Our  desire  is 
to  make  this  committee  a  vehicle 
for  the  voice  of  the  students.
